The reorganization of the army un- 


der the law recently enacted by con- 
gress may make at least one Coshoc- 
ton boy an officer in the army. 


His name is Charley Bart and he is 


now a corporal in the Seventeenth In- 
fantry. When he enlisted he was a 
student at the Ohio State university 
and he was sent soon afterward to the 
Philippines. The Seventeenth was 
immediately ordered to the tiring line 
and as long as the fighting was general 
it was kept at the front. It formed a 
part oj the army which drove the for- 
ces of Aguinaldo to the northern part 
of Luzon and recovered the railroad 
by the hardest kind of marching and 
fighting.

fied it was battling against the la- 
drones and outlaws of the north. It 
is now stationed in that section, but 
does not enjoy that perfect peace some 
of its members would like their anx- 
ious mothers at home to believe.

soldier lessons in the hard school of 
actual experience. Kecently he decided 
to remain in the Philippines for a time 
after his discharge, but when he 
learned the advantages offered enlist- 
ed men wi*.h a desire to rise he deter- 
mined to try for a commission. • The 
examination is strict and only men 
who are competent can pass it.

has not entirely neglected his studies 
even in Luzon. His friends are there- 
fore confident that he will pass, and 
will soon wear the shoulder straps of 
a second lieutenant of regular infan- 
try.

A WHEELING CHANGE 


Railroad Men Are Confident it is 


Coming 
• 


IN SPITE OF REMSEY'S DENIAL 


Wabath Control of the Road Will Give Co- 


shocton Another Railway 


System. 


The story that the Wabasa Rail- 


road company was planning a great 
railroad combine, in which it was to 
gain entrance,to Pittburg and thence 
reach the lake region by absorbing 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad, 
thus giving Coshocton another trunk 
line, has stirred up the railroad peo- 
ple all over the country, and J. Ram- 
sey, the vice president of the Wabash, 
has come out in a card in which he 
denies that there is any truth in the 
statement 


The denial however is natural, as 


it is understood that the news was 
made public before the persons plan- 
ning the combine were ready for its 
disclosure, and there are those who 
claim to have positive information 
that the Wabash will at last reach 
Pittsburg and that the construction 
of an immense railroad bridge over 
the Monongahela river is a part of the 
plan. 


The Pittsburg capitalists who are 


mentioned in connection with the 
scheme disclaim any Knowledge of the 
matter and the Carnegie people also 
profess ignorance, yet it is known 
that the Wabash has been negotiat- 
ing for certain real estate in Pitts- 
burg. 


It is said that even if this plan 


should not materialize, there are two 
other projects on foot for building a 
trunk llne-through Pittsburg, one of 
which includes the absorption of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie. 
The lake 


trade has become so extensive and It 
is so important to all manufacturing 
centers, that no plan for a railroad in 
to the east would be complete with- 
out a lake connection. 


Railroad men are confident that a 


change iuthe affairs of the Wheeling 
will soon be made.

Story of the Crime. 


The crime for which Rosslyn Ferrell 


suffered the death penalty was one of 
the most startling and sensational in 
the criminal annals of the state. He 
deliberately murdered his friend in or- 
der to steal money to enable him to 
marry a young woman of this city. 
Previous to the commission of 
the 


deed Ferrell was considered a youth 
of good character. Originally he hailed 
from Steubenville, O., where his rela- 
tives reside. 
A short time prior to 


the tragedy Ferrell lost his position, 
he then being employed on the road 
by an express company. Having de- 
ceived his sweetheart as to his finan-' 
cial condition, and his debts constant- 
ly increasing as his wedding day ap- 
proached, he was driven to despera- 
tion. He needed funds and finally re- 
solved upon the commission of a ter- 
rible deed. 


On the, night, of Aug. 10 last, six 


days befort the day set for his mar- 
riage, Ferrell boarded a train here 
and went to TJrbana. At that place 
he boarded another, bound for this 
city. His plan had made this sched- 
ule. 
He at once boarded the express 


car, where his friend, Charles E. Lane 
of this city, was running as express 
messenger for the Adams company. 


At a point not far from Plain City, 


Lane turned his back to Fen-ell to 
fasten his shoe. Ferrell, waiting a 
chance for total unwatchfulness 
on 


the part of the victim, shot him from 
behind. He continued to pour the 
leaden messengers of death into the 
prostrate ft,', m of his companion until 
he was satisfied that life had ceased, 
then looted the car and left it at Plain 
City, where he spent the .night at the 
local hotel. Next morning he left for 
Columbus, having shipped express 
packages and papers he did not want 
to a fictitious address in New York 
state. One in Columbus Ferrell made 
a display of,his booty, $1,100, paying 
off old debts and purchasing house 
hold furniture and wedding garments. 
Two days after the commission of the 
crime he was arrested at the home ol 
his fiancee, Miss Lillian Costlow 
whither he had been traced by local 
sleuths.
